ANGOLA PENAL FARM, La., 
Sept. 10.—(#)—A sanguinary riot, 
started by 12 long-term convicts dur- 
ing a prison baseball game at the 
state penal farm this afternoon, re- 
sulted in the deaths of two guards 
and the escape of 11 of the despera- 
does in a visitor’s automobile. A half- 
dozen persons were wounded as the 
prisoners opened fire on the baseball 
crowd to cover their retreat. «+ 

One of the original 12 rioters was 
shot and killed as the heavily-loaded 
machine sped through the main gate 
ot the penitentiary with its occupants 
sending volleys of rifle and shotgun 
fire at pursuers. 

Arnold Davis, trusty guard, and J. 
W. Fletcher, free guard, were slain 
in the prison yard in a vain defense 
of the prison armory, which was loot- 
ed of guns and ammunition by the 
rioting prisoners. 

The body of the convict slain in the 
dash through the gate was later found 
in the automobile used in the escape 
and abandoned on the edge of the 
©5.000-acre penal farm. The man was 
identified as Wiliam Stone, 28, of 
Dallas, Texas, serving 10 to 12 years 
for forgery and robbery in Claiborne 
parish.

WAGNER APPEALS

‘Head of National Board 
Makes Plea in Effort To 
Break Deadlock Over 
Coal Code. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—(@)— 
Into the midst of the critical contro- 
versy over an NRA code for the bi- 
tuminous coal industry, Senator Wag- 
ner, of New York, chairman of the 
national labor board, today thrust an 
appeal to employers and employes to 
“forget all feuds” and co-operate to- 
ward the success of the reeovery pro- 
| gram. 

The chairman of the Roosevelt-cre- 
‘sted arbitration board issued his state- 
ment concurrently with the listing by 
FRoncledaie coal operators of such 
strenuous objections to the code pro- 
|posed by Hugh S. Johnson, the NRA 
| chief. 

| Johnson retained his hopes of an 
|agreed code, however. “Statements of- 
‘fering objections, amendments, etc., 
were invited,” he said in a statement. 
“In some of these that have been 
|received there is a good deal of lan- 
‘guage of a professional legal nature 
‘and a few rather extreme statements 
‘not unusual in highly adversary 
briefs. a 

“In the meantime, however, con- 
ferences have been carried forward on 
the basis of the substance of these 
suggestions with most of the parties at 
interest in the code and negotiations 
between the United Mine workers and 
the Appalachian operators have been 
practically uninterrupted. From the 
co-operative, conciliatory and reason- 
able attitude now governing both sets 
'of negotiations, I feel justified in say- 
ing that my confidence in our abflity 
to get a proper agreed code and a 
satisfactory settlement has not been 
shaken,” 

The objections cited by the opera- 
tors were not signed by the members 
of the committee which has been car- 
rying on the negotiations of the char- 
ter. 

Every clause of the code drafted by 
Johnson with the approval of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was attacked as objec- 
tionable by the mine operators except 
those proposed by themselves covering 
fair practices. They asserted flatly 
that the code as submitted “is based

BY U. §. 15 URGED 


Federal Support Should 
Be Continuing Policy, 
Declare Leaders. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—()— 
Feral aid for education, not mere- 
ly in the present émergency, but as 
a continuing policy, was advocated 
today in a report issued by the na- 
tional conference on financing of ed- 
ucation. 

From July 31 to August 11, the 
conference met at Columbia Univer- 
sity. The question before it was: 
“Can this country continue its ideal 
of free and universal schooling?” 

The answer the report made was: 
“It is a matter for the decision of 
all citizens.” It submitted a plan 
“for rejection, approval, or change.” 

Millions of citizens, the National 
Educational Association said today, 


will be asked to appraise this plan 
“until it is a fair expression of the 
American ideal” to be used “as basis 
for the restoration of American 


state 


schools.” 
Sweeping Changes Urged. 
Sweeping changes are suggested. 
The 150,000 one-room schools which 
still exist would be erased from the 
educational picture, supplanted by 
“central school plants” built. under 


the NRA public works program. 


The present school district map of 
the natian would be obliterated in 
favor of a map in which minimum 
rural units would have approximately 
1,500 pupils in attendance; urban 
units 10,000. The average unit now 
is only 23 square miles in size; re- 
quires but seven teachers, 

And this is set forth as one pos- 
sible “restatement of the aims of ed- 
ueation in the light of modern social 
and economic conditions” ; 

“That a democratic society is un- 
der obligation not only to provide 
adequate education for youth at pub- 
lie expense, but livelihood if neces- 
sary up to the age when society is 
prepared to offer employment. 

“The federal government must come 
to the aid of the public schools. It 
ean collect taxes. It can borrow 
money. It can make grants in aid 
or loans to the states. 

New System Demanded. 

A financing and taxation system 
which would obviate sch situations 
as exist in Chicago was demanded. 
Complete separation of school and no- 
litical control was insisted upon. The 
report asked adult education: and 
that workers forced from one indus- 
try be rehabilitated for another 
through public education.

On Chicago Problems 


CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—(4)—Follow- 
ing the lead of President Roosevelt 
in creating the NRA, Mayor Edward 
J. Kelly has evolved a Chicago re- 
covery administration, “brain trust” 
and all, to cope with the _ city’s 
muddled finances and other muhicipal 
problems.

The purpose of the distillers in 
clinging to their pre-war liquors, of- |} 
ficials of the division say, is this: 

If prohibition is repealed they will 
be free to multiply their stocks 
through “rectification,” a process that 
the bootleggers call “cutting.” 

The bootleggers, in fact, borrowed 
this method from the distillers, ‘The 
latter used it somewhat extensively 
but more skillfully before prohibition, 
officials. say, although it was not gen- 
erally known at the time. It consists 
of adding pure grain alcohol and other 
ingredients to aged liquor. 

Using this method, the distillers 
could increase their supply, now be- 
tween four and four and a half mil- 
lion gallons, many fold. The only 
limit, one official of the division said 
today, is “how much conscience and 
how much alcohol they may have.” 

Under prohibition, rectification is 
forbidden by the law under which 
medicinal whisky is produced.

Hit at Cuban Mass Meeting

HAVANA, Sept. 10.—(By Wire- 
less.)—-The increasing bitterness of 
the Cubans against the Americans 
owing to the presence in the harbor 
of the U. 8. S. Mississippi, which was 
the leading feature of the day‘s talk, 
came to a head in the “fuera la ma- 
rina yanqui!” (Out with the Ameri- 
can navy) mass meeting called by the 
liga anti-imperialista Cubana (Cuban 
anti-imperialist league) in protest 


against the American naval demon- | 


stration in Cuban waters. 

Prefervid orators dripped  perspira- 
tion under the tropical sun from their 
prolific and vigorous gesturing as they 
pictured the wrongs Cubans have suf- 
fered from the United States meddling 
in their home affairs and their ex- 
ploitation by American capitalists and 
industrialists without relieving Cuba's 
economic distress. 

Fiftéen hundred people listened in 
the park itself, while other orators 
found bootblack stands convenient 
platforms for their appeals to 500 
more spectators who refused to be 
drawn from the shade of the neigh- 
boring arcade, 

Placards demanded: “Do with 
Platt and Welles,” the end of \Ameri- 
can imperialism in Cuba and the ex- 
pulsion of United States warships, 
and one said: “Compel the Standard 
Oil to give the Cuban government free 
gasoline” which, plus the Cuban tax, 
costs cents a gallon. A big ban- 
ner of red cloth with white lettering 
begged Cuban sailors and soldiers to 
join the communist movement. 

When I strolled among the dem- 
onstrators I met a few scowls but in 
answer to my smile and “Americano” 
they good naturedly let me pass. 

Violence Feared.

Aside from the anti-American as- 
sembly there was an induction of the 
new president by firing salutes from 
Morro Castle in honor of the event, 
‘and a visit to the sea wall by those 
who had not yet seen the battleship 
Mississippi. They noted that the. Mis- 
sissippi did not join the salutes, and 
they are being fed on rumors that 
Spain, and all the South American 
nations already have recognized the 
junta government. 

Americans with long experience in 
Cuba are far from being reassured by 
the new turn of events. Notably pres- 
ent at the inafguration of the new 
president, Ramon Grau San Martin, 
were the radical left wing of the A 
B C, which has now split into several 
factions, and the radical student 
groups. The third new administra- 
tion in a month takes over Cuba in 
which 2,000,000 people are on the bor- 
derline of starvation and in which the 
main departments of the government 
have not been functioning for a 
month. 

Not to Press Cases in Court. 

Lawyers say they will not press 
cases in court lest, though they win 
a judgment, it be held null and void 
because the San Martin government 
is unconstitutional. 

Pressure from Washington,’ the 
coming of the U. S. S. Indianapolis

Former army officers on the ver- 
anda of the Hotel National, seeing a 
big limousine passing along the Male- 
con by the sea wall, point it out as 
being at present the official car of the 
former sergeant. 

Hotel Fort of Ex-Officers. 

The Hotel National has become the 
fort of the deposed army officers and 
the right wing of the ABC’s and is 
in a siege. Anyone entering the 
grounds must show his identity, and 
his car is thoroughly searched for 
arms by Batista’s soldiers, who raise 
hoods and look under seats. However, 
I found that saying I was an Amer- 
ican was sufficient passport. 

The A BC’s are posted with rifles, 
while machine guns in adjoining build- 
ings sweep the approaches to the ho- 
tel. The officers and the ABC’s in 
this siege wander about the corridors, 
several enjoying the swimming pool 
of Havana’s finest tourist hotel, while 
soldiers of Batista’s squad take shel- 
ter from the sun by a monument, their 
rifles leaning against its base. Batis- 
ta’s evident policy is to let his former 
superiors stew while he commands 
the army.

The true story why the officers 
made the Hotel National their strong- 
hold has not been told. After the sol- 
diers’ revolt it was thought wise that 
the Americans in Havana should have 
a central focus of refuge. The Hotel 
National was chosen because it had 
large grounds that were easily pro- 
tected from the windows, thick walls, 
its own electric and water plants, and 
the elevators could be stopped and 
the stairways barricaded to protect 
women and children on the upper 
floors. 

No emergency required its use for 


this purpose, but the deposed officers’ 


began arriving so that in the event of 
action between the present besieged 
and the besiegers, the hotel would 
have been anything but a refuge for 
Americans in case of riots. 

The older army officers frankly 
welcome American intervention. They 
say the present Cuban army must be 
disbanded and a new one formed with 
the aid of the American army. 

Americans appear unusually nerv- 
ous, although their reasons might not 
always be convincing. They are glad 
the U. S. 8S. Mississippi is still op- 
posite the American residential sec- 
tion and that the cruiser Richmond 
and the destroyers are opposite the 
most populous section of the city. 

The question is raised, what will 
happen when the numerous imposed 
radical labor contracts under the 
junta are brought to the test.

will be opened on schedule time is 
gretifying in view of the large num- 
ber of schools that were closed dur- 
ing the early months of the year 
because of lack of funds to keep 


them open. 

The duty now facing the authori- 
ties in every county in the state 
is to make arrangements which will 
insure, whatever emergency may 
arise, that they be kept open. 

No child should be deprived of 
the opportunity to attend a school 
for a full term each year. 

There are numerous reasons why 
the schools have been closed in the 
past and. why the teachers have hag 
to go for months at a time with- 
out pay. This has been partly be- 
cause the funds expected from the 
state treasury have not been re- 
ceived, and partly because the 
financial affairs of the counties have 
been inefficiently managed. 

The point now is that, with the 
benefit of the experience gained 
from the past, local county authori- 
ties should make arrangements to 
keep their schools open and pay 
the teachers, whatever may come. 

This can be done with the wise 

distribution of tax money and the 
reduction of county expenses less 
vitally needed than the money spent 
for the schooling of our boys and 
girls. 
During the past several school 
terms teachers have gone unpaid, 
schools have been allowed to go to 
wrack and ruin, and their terms have 
been cut in half, in many instances, 
on. the plea that there was no 
money with which to keep them 
going. 

During this time the hierarchy of 
county officeholders did not fail to 
pay their salaries in full and on the 
dot, and continue to appropriate 
money for purposes far less impor- 
tant than the instruction of the 
youth of the state. 

The people of every county and 
every militia district in the state 
should see to it that these office- 
holders get on the job now and take 
definite steps to assure the conduct 
of the schools, and the payment of 
all teachers’ salaries, for the full 
time between now and next spring. 


PRINTING RECORD SET UP. 

Probably no bureau of the fed- 
eral government has been the tar- 
get of more criticism, from vari- 
ous sources, in the past than the 
printing office, because of the large 
appropriations which have been re- 
quired annually to meet its pay rolls 
and overhead expenses. 

It is one of the most expensive 
federal bureaus, and the fact that 
it has been largely used for the 
printing of such much criticized 
publications as, for instance, the 
brochure relating “The Love Life 


of a Frog,” has subjected it to con- | 


tinuous criticism. 

' Incident to the calls upon it by 
the recovery administration, the 
bureau has, however, silenced its 
critics, at least for the time being, 
by a record of efficiency and high- 


pressure results that are declared | 


to be almost without parallel in 
government service. 

The bureau has printed, cut and 
golded 6,000,000 circular letters 
and accompanying slips, of which 
4,814,000, together with an equal 
number of return envelopes, were 
inserted in individual envelopes and 
mailed in varying quantities to 
every postoffice in the country. 

At the same time the office 
printed and cut 22,000,000 copies 
of consumers’ cards, of which 19, 
000,000 were mailed to 50,000 
government offices throughout the 
nation. 

For this herculean task the 
printing office was allowed five 
days. It completed the job in four. 

The record of production is all 


the more remarkable in that me 


i 


office has been called on, since the 


dented amounted of documents of 
various kinds for the use of the 
various emergency organizations of 
the federal government, among 
them being 30,000,000 forms 
alone for the agricultural adjust- 
ment administration. 

There has been just ground for 
much of the criticism of the past 
that the printing office has cost 
the taxpayers too much money, but 
its record of achievement during 
the recovery program is one of ef- 
ficiency which ranks high in the 
history of government service. 


BETTER COUNTY ACCOUNTING. 

The budgetary control system 
indorsed by the Association of 
County Commissioners of Georgia 
for use in the conduct of county 
financial affairs would correct an 
inexcusable condition that now ex- 
ists in many counties of the state. 

The adoption of a businesslike, 
uniform system of county auditing 
should be made mandatory by the 
legislature. The amazing thing is 
that this has not been done long 
before now, 

The budgetary system approved 
by the county commissioners’ as- 
sociation, evolved after intensive 
study by a committee of the asso- 
ciation and outstanding public ac- 
countants, recommends sweeping 
reforms in the bookkeeping meth- 
ods. being followed in many coun- 
ties. 

The setting up of a budget, based 
on a careful study of a county’s 
administrative needs, is urged, this 
budget anticipating every govern- 
ment cost and living well within 
the anticipated revenue. 

It further recommends a uniform 
accounting system, to facilitate the 
giving of data and information, not 
only tothe public but to the state 
and federal governments. Such a 
system would not only guarantee a 
more businesslike conduct of the 
county’s business than is possible 
under the present slipshod methods 
being used in many counties, but 
would bring a marked reduction in 
the cost of clerical supplies. 

The budgetary plan also contem- 
plates the passage of legislation 
providing for a tax levy to cover 
all purposes in lieu of the present 
law that authorizes a levy by units 
for several purposes. 

Under the present system there 
are a number of items that are lim- 
ited to 50 per cent of the state 
levy. The reduction of the state 
levy by one mill this year calls for 
careful revision of all these items 
in the county levies. This would 
be obviated if all levies were lumped 
by law in the place of the nine or 
ten items now required. 

Such a program would make pos- 
sible more intelligent’ tax levies 
through a better knowledge of 
needs; would eventually bring 
lower taxes; would make admin- 
istration more efficient by keep- 
ing officials constantly posted on 
the financial status of the govern- 
ment they serve; would give quick 
and accurate information to 
vidual taxpayers or civic bodies or 
grand juries on administrative costs 
and activities, and would permit a 
more direct check on extravagance 
and waste. 

For years State Auditor Tom 
Wisdom has struggled to bring 
about the adoption of modern, ef- 
ficient and businesslike accounting 
methods by the various counties. 
He has been successful to a marked 
degree, but whatever he has ac- 
complished has been as the result 
of voluntary action on the part of 
county governments. 

It should be required by state 
law that the books of every county 
be kept in a manner which would 
keep the public and the state gov-

Building Moscow’s 
Suburbs. 


The most remarkable development 
in Russia, remarkable because wholly 
unexpected (at least unexpected to 
me)—is the encouragement the au- 
thorities: give to home-building. Cheap 
credits are provided to individuals 
who want to go out in the suburbs 
and put up their own homes. Tens 
of thousands of such homes had arisen 
on the outskirts of Leningrad, Mos- 
cow, Rostow and Kieff since I visited 
here last. They were quite unpreten- 
tious little bungalows, but they had 
all modern conveniences. Yet although 
many of them had been built, it had 
not diminished the congestion in the 
big cities. 

I will not say that it is as bad as 
ever, because after all, an enormous 
lot of building is going on in the cities 
themselves, but the crowding is still 
bad. It’s hard to get a room. ‘The 
private building boom was a surprise, 
be--use it means an encouragement to 
men to own private property and I 
had a notion, along with many others 
I am sure, that private property was 
nothing less than anathema in a coun- 
try that calls itself socialistic.- In 
connection with this, I noticed that 
the state banks put up branch offices 
in newly built-up districts and that 
there are all sorts of thrift campaigns 


urging people to save their money and 
invest it in state loans which pay 8& 
and 10 per cent. 

“Now,” I said to one official, “how 
do. you rhyme this with your funda- 
mental program’? Aren't you delib- 
erately making capitalists out of the 
people again?” 

“Not at all,” he laughed. “We 
never held that a man owning his 
home, or a man having a little money 
put aside is a capitalist. We call a 
capitalist a man who owns means oi 
production which involves the exploi- 
tation of other men. We hove to see 
the day when every citizen of the 
U. S. S. R. has his own motor car 
‘and a comfortable home of his own.”

More than 1,000 farmers, 
representing 28,000 acres devoted to to- 
baceo this year, signed the agreements 
in Pitt county, North Carolina, alone. 

Similar wholesale adoption of the 
plan was reported from South Caro- 
lina and Virginia points. 

The program calls for farmers to 
agree to reduce their acreage during 
1934 and 1935, at the instruction of 
the secretary of agriculture, but not 
more than 30 per cent. 

With the sign-up campaign a suc-

DE VALERA VOICES. 
DEFIANCE 10 FOES 


Irish President Chal- 
lenges Power of Fusion- 
ists To Overthrow Rule. 


DUNDALK; Irish Free State, Sept. 
10.—(UP)—President Eamon de Va- 
lera boldly took the offensive tonight 
in the fight with the rising threat 
of a strong, united opposition to his 
administration, 

He challenged the power of the 
newly organized center party, a fu- 
sion group of all major opposition 
parties led by General Eoin O’Duffy, 
fiery chief. of the semi-fascist “blue 
shirts,” and declared during a speech 
that his “government is determined 
to put down this conspiracy and deal 
with the men behind it as they de- 
serve.” 

The president’s fighting speech was 
his first public utterance since the 
formation of the center party last 
week and was eagerly awaited as an 
indication of de Valera’s tactics in 
his battle with the newly concentrat- 
ed . opposition. : 

De Valera warned that the repub- 
licans were creating disorder and dam- 
aging property on the pretext of prose- 
cuting an economic war. He said 
they were playing into the hands of 
the nation’s enemies and that their 
tactics onlye would lead to disaster 
and end all their hopes. 

“Nothing can come of bickering 
and dissension, private arguments and 
unlawful parades,”..the president as- 
serted. “The center party is respon- 
sible for a conspiracy which has as- 
sumed a serious aspect. They are boy- 
eotting farmers who pay their rates 
(taxes) and rents, and intimidating 
others who do not pay.”

10 TAKE CROWN 


Australian Loses All-For- 
eign Match After 
Taking Two Sets.

FOREST HILLS, N. Y., Sept. 10. 
(P)—With a sudden, dynamic surge 
that swept everything before him and 
broke up an otherwise dramatically 
close battle for points, dark-haired.

Crawford, of Australia, in five sets 
today for the tennis championship of 
the United States. 

An American gallery of 14,000 spec- 
tators, little short of a capacity crowd 
for the second all-foreign contest for 
the national singles title in history. 
watched the fiery Perry strike with 
the speed and power of a king cobra 
in the last two sets. The British 
Davis cup hero came from behind. 
after losing two  heart-crushing set 
duels, to win by scores of 6-3, 11-13. 
4-6, 6-0, 6-1. 
MISSES SLAM. 

Perry, proving himself one of the 
greatest match-players of modern 
tennis history, smashed Crawford's 
19383 winning streak when the mar- 
velous Anzae was almost within sight 
of achieving the unprecedented “grand 
slam” of tennis. Crawford previously 
had captured the Australian, French 
and Wimbledon singles champion- 
ships. 

The lithe, slim youth from the old 
country became the first Englishman 
in 30 years to capture the most covet- 
ed crown of American tennis. In suc- 
ceeding the two-time former titlehold- 
er, Ellsworth Vines, who had passed 
out of the picture in the fourth round, 
Perry duplicated the feat achieved in 
1903 by Hugh L. Doherty.

Perry, whose two singles victories 
were decisive factors in returning the 
Davis cup to England this year, never 
had won a national singles champion- 
ship previously, at home or abroad. 
The best he had ever done in the 
American tournament previously was 
to reach the semi-finals in 1931, when 
he lost to Vines. He previously had 
lost two out of three matches with 
Crawford. : 

The Briton is the fourth foreigner 
in 52 years to capture the American 
title.

AMERICUS, Ga., Sept. 10:—More 
than a hundred Sumter county farm- 
ers and Americus businessmen in mays 
meeting at the Sumter county court- 
house here Satutday passed formal 
resolution calling upon Governor Ev- 
gene Talmadge fo stop the sale of cot- 
ton throagh a closing of warehouses, 


jexcept for storage purposes, until, a 


price of 12 cents_a pound is attained. 
and demanding that the processing tax 
upon cotton be taken off at once, 
R. C. Ellis, Charles F.. Crisp, E. L. 
Carswell, George W. Wiggins and 
other prominent residents addressed 
the meeting. : 

The first of two resolutions adopt- 
ed, after setting forth that salaries 
and wages are being raised and em- 
ployment: being given to millions in 
other sections, that the prices of man- 
ufactured products have been artifi- 
cially increased while the buying pow- 
er of the farmer is being steadily 
lowered; that the processing tax on 
cotton bas lowered the price of that 
commodity from 11 to 8 cents a pound, 
and that there can be no full recov- 
ery until the debt-paying and purcha+ 
ing power of the farmer has m re- 
stored as a class, declares that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary of Agri- 
culture. Henry Wallace should take 
steps at once to raise the price of 
cotton, peanuts and other farm prod- 
ucts to a level with the prices of 
‘manufactured products. 

The resolution also asks that “the 
method and percentage of reduction 
of the cotton price for the years 1934 
and 1935 be announced at the earliest 
possible date” and that “the cotton 
processing tax be taken off at once, 
or that the minimum price net to 
the farmer be made 12 cents per 
pound on middling lint cotton. The 
resolution further asks that a process- 
ing tax be placed upon jute, copra 
and other products competing with 
cotton, cottonseed, hogs and dairy 
products” and that “a proper tariff 
be placed upon. such articles” as soon 
as congress couvenes. 

In conclusion the first resolution 
adopted calls upon the federal goveru- 
ment to institute inflation immediate- 
ly so as to increase the prices of 
farm products to the level of manu- 
factured prices “before the farmer 
sells his fall crops,” and expresses 
the belief that “it will be a crime 
against humanity to wait until after 
the farmer sells his fall crops and 
then put on inflation,” it being the 
belief of the meeting that “inflation 
is necessary to save the NRA program 
and bring back prosperity,” that in- 
flation is urgently necessary and that 
~ inflation should begin immedi- 
ately.

COTTON ESTIMATE 
FLUENCES DROP 
08S 1S REGAINED 


Hedging, However, Causes 
Net Decline of 67-69 
Points Compared With 
Previous Week. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 10.—(4)— 
The cotton market was under 
shadow of the government crop fore- 
east all week, although the actual 
figures only became available Friday 
morning. In preparation for the bu- 


‘| reau estimate prices gradually sagged, 


due to long liquidation, and it ap- 
peared that when the estimate finally 
was announced the market was well! 
liquidated. 

The bureau’s forecast of the yield 
was 12,414,000 bales or an even 100,- 
000 bales more than the previous 
month. Although private estimates 
issued in advance of the bureau had 
ranged from 11,000,000 to 13,000,000 
bales the general trade expectations 
was for a total just about that issued 
by the bureau. As a result the mar- 
ket declined only a few points after 
the estimate became known and soon 
rallied moderately. 

Hedge selling against the increas- 
ing movement of. new cotton which 
had been light before the bureau re- 
port came on the market in volume 
after the first effects of the estimate 
were known and this hedging resulted 
in a fair-sized decline at the close of 
the week, resulting in a net decline 
compared with the close of the pre- 
ceding week of 67 to 69 points. 


Weather and crop reports have been 
decidedly unfavorable during the past 
week, with much storm damage in 
south Texas and in the eastern por- 
tion of the belt. considerable shed- 
ding, rank growth and increasing wee- 
vil activity. ‘Phese bad reports, how- 
ever, did not enter into the govern- 
ment’s estimate of the crop which 
was based on conditions of average 
date of September 1. 

The demand for spot cotton has 
been fairly liberal during the past 
week although the demand has come 
mainly from large traders rather than 
from the mills or from exporters. 
Actual exports from domestic ports, 
particularly the gulf ports, have been 
in excess of the corresponding period 
last season.

“Third hand high” is a principle 
which has come down all the way 
from the early days of Whist. It is 
a good principle but, like all others 
of its kind, it should not be followed 
all of the time. There are situations 
where a player should deliberately re- 
fuse to top Dummy. The following 
hand is a good illustration: 

South, Dealer.

Of course the bidding is atrocious. 
North and South should reach a game 
contract in spades, which can be 
made very easily. However, South 
was a player who believed in bidding 
no-trump when holding a lot of ten- 
aces. Of course after his first bid it 
is too late to mention the spade suit. 
The hand only goes to show he fal- 
lacy of a sysem which prevents any 
real exchange of information. 

In spite of the fact that four 
spades is the right spot, three no- 
trump is rather hard to defeat. 
West’s Opening lead is the 4 of dia- 
monds, on which the Ten is played 
from the Dummy. If at this point 
East plays very hurriedly and sim- 
ply lays down the Queen, the hand 
will be made, as the Knave in the 
Dummy will be established for a sec- 
ond stopper. However, a little con-

East 
will win with the Ace, return a low 
diamond, and win the third round of 
diamonds in his own hand with the 
Queen, after which a heart return to 
his partner will set the contract 2 
tricks. 

Strangely enough. the contract can 
almost be made if the Declarer starts 
hearts before clubs. If he should do 
this, West, to defeat the contract, 
must win the second round of the 
suit and lead a heart right back to 
establish Fast’s “‘thirteener.” This de- 
fense can be accomplished only if East 
makes a reverse discard in hearts, 
which, as a matter of fact, is exactly 
what’ he should do. 

In spite of this hand’s apparent 
simplicity there are a great many in-

With reference to the above, W. T. 
Anderson, editor of the Macon Tele- 
graph, has the following to say: 
“Our attitude has been largely 
of race prejudice, hatred, jealousy. 
We have felt that we must hold the 
negro back in the matter of wages 
and everything else, otherwise he 
might get out of his place, become 
bigoted. And in holding him back we 
failed to go forward ourselves, or he 
held us back with him. It has been 
argued that we are so blinded with 
our prejudice and jealousy of the 
negro that if in some way it was pro- 
posed that all of the southern whites 
and negroes were to be paid $10,000 
each without any cost whatsoever to 
a southerner, and if it were left to a 
vote of the southern whites as to the 
negroes receiving it, the whites would 
vote against it, for fear of spoiling 
the negroes, or letting them get away 
from some of their poverty. We would 
lose sight entirely of the advantages 
that would accrue to us by reason of 
this new money. We would deny them 
and ourselves because ‘it would ruin 
them, make them bigoted, they 
wouldn’t work’,

BLACK BEAR. 
The black bears of Georgia are 
members of a race of Ursids that is 
well distributed over the United States 


States, but stands apart from the 
rest On the distinction of its great 
size. While 450 pounds is said to 
the upper limit of weight for the 
average. black bears of North Ameri- 
ca, the Floridan race is known to 
weigh from 500 to 600 pounds when 
full grown. Doubtless they are much 
rarer now than they were a hundre 
years. ago, but since those that remain 
are making their homes in deep for- 
ests, there is hope that survivors 
will be with us for many more years. 

A recent report on the status of 
the black bear in the eastern United 
States, says that there seems to be 
some tendency for these animals to 
re-establish themselves in spite of the 
steadily approaching destruction of 
the forests. Really, it is asking too 
much of the bear to expect him to 
hold his own in the face of the irre- 
sistible commercialization of the coun- 
veh We must assist the animals in 
this adaptation to less wild surround- 
ings by establishing the best sort of 
reservations for their protection. 

I have had the question put to me 
recently of why I want to preserve 
wild life when man is the dominant 
form and will probably remain so.

I heard recently of a bear having 
been killed in one of the swamps 
below Macon. While I have not taken 
the time to verify the report, I have 
no reason to think that it is not 
true. They are still common enough 
over portions of their ranges to 
found quite close to cities, especially 
when those cities are bordered by deep 
forests. I have seen deer within a few 
miles of Philadelphia; ——— bears 
should be found almost anywhere in 
Georgia. I once would have said that 
rattlesnakes were not found near At- 
lanta, but I have one that was brought 
to me from Gwinnett county. Mybe 


that was a bear I heard in the woods 
the other night. I hope it was!.

Polish Fliers Tell of 90-Mile Trek 
From Wrecked Bag to Settlement 


RIVIERE A PIERRE, Que., Sept. 
10.—(/)—The two Polish entrants in 
the James Gordon Bennett balloon 
race today told of their sufferings 
from hunger, cold and weariness on 
their 90-mile trek through the forests 
after running a 
storms on their air journey. 

Arriving yesterday at the little rail- 
road village after nearly two days 
and nights in the air and six days of 
walking, they described their joy at 
reaching a railroad track, their first 
sight of civilization, and following 
it to food and warmth at a French- 
Canadian settlement. 

The balloonists, Captain Francisek 
Hynek and _ Lieutenant Znigniew 
Oryzynski, set. out with other con- 
testants on September 2 from Chica- 
go, said they were in the air 39 hours 
and 30 minutes, and estimated they 
traveled in a northeasterly course ap- 
proximately 812 miles. 

After passing the wild country of 
middle Ontario and Quebec they de- 
scended in a forest at 10:46 a. m. 
(eastern standard time) Monday, 
slightly over 100 miles northeast of 
this railway junction point, 60 miles 
northwest of the city of Quebec. 

They said they suffered from cold 
at night on the 90-mile walk through 
the forest to the railway line which 
took from last Monday morning un- 
til Saturday evening.
